Brlght's Disease Cause of Death-Tribute Paid Governor 


By High Officials-It, Governor Harris Takes Oalb 


of Office-Expression of Regret. 


Cincinnati, O., June 19.—John M. Pattison, Gover- 


nor of Ohio, died of chronic interstitial nephritis at 4:20 
o'clock yesterday afternoon at his home in Milford. On 
a beautiful hillsile near his h ome his body will be.laid to 
rest on Thursday afternoon, June 21, at 2 o'clock, after 
services in the Methodist church. One week ago the 
governor was carried into ni s home, from which he had 
gone five months before to his inauguration as chief ex- 
ecutive of the state, the intervening time having been 
spent on a sick bed. 


Death came suddenly and was unexpected even by his physicians and 


family and was caused by a relapse. 
The declining stage 
of Governor 


Pattison's final illness dates from last Friday when, his wish to be taken 
out on the front porch of his home was granted. He looked over the fa- 
miliar scenes he loved so well and was in great spirits, when suddenly he 
complained of severe pain. 
The sick man was hurriedly wheeled into 


the Jiouse and. the nurses applied-stimulante. .Dr. .__Belt_~ was- hastily 
summoned. 


The attack was the beginning of the end, though the governor soon 


rallied and Friday evening seemed as well as he had been before. 
Dr. 


Belt vas so encouraged with the condition of the governor on Sunday that 
he hesitated about coming from Cincinnati yesterday. 
Sunday night at 


8 o'clcok the governor became restless and suffered 
considerable acute 


pain, but later in the night he sank into a quiet 
slumber. 
The 
nurse 


thought he was sleeping naturally aud although Mrs. Pattison was sleep- 
ing, as was her custom, in the same room where the governor 
lay, she 


was not disturbed. 


When the morning dawned there had been no change and when the 


family arose it was with the belief that the governor was sleeping peace- 
fully. 
At 10 o'clock Dr. Belt made his usual morning visit and found his 


patient in a comatose state. All wa<5 done that medical skill could do, 
but the govcernor never rallied and death came peacefully. 


At the governor's bedside when he died were Mrs. Pattison and his 


two daughters, Misses Alethia and Ernestine and the nurses.

I'm going to get well,' and he thought so all along. 
The sudden relapse 


was startling. 
Sunday night, he was in a seemingly fair condition, ate 


lightly and dictated a letter. Monday morning he complained of a head- 
ache and sank into a stupor that lasted until death." 


'"It was the governor's wish to die at Fremont," said Mrs. Pattis- 


SOE today. "Oh, I'm so glad we brought him back. It would have been 
terrible, had he died ia the hospital." 


NEW GOVERNOR ASKED TO DEFINE HIS POLICY. 


EATON. O.. June 19.—Governor Andrew Harris who was seen at his 


home here this morning said he had decided to take an early train for Co- 
lumbus. 
"I cannot define my policy," said the Governor, "because I have 


none as ye*. In the first place, I take it I am only a lieutenant governor 
acting governor. 
My study of the Ohio Constitution leads me to believe 


that this is the case. I don't feel that I should follow the policy outlined 
by Governor Pattison. He had laid down certain lines of official action 
which he did not hare an opportunity of putting into 
effect 
He 
might 


have found it harder to carry out the policy than to formulate it.''

ing the fight over the Aiken bill shou Id not be taken to indicate his atti- 
tude on tho temperance question. At {hat lime he won the praise of the 
temperance people and the enmity of the liquor interest. "I onlv did my 
duty." h° said this morning.

came 


rather suddenly, and was unexpected, 
even by the attending physicians and 
his family, and was caused by a re- 
lapse from liis disease. The declining 
stage of Governor Pattison's llnal ill- 
ness dates from Int Friday, when lib 
wish to be taken out on the frout 
porch of his home was gratified. IIo 
looked over the familiar scenes he 
loved so well and was in great spirits, 
when suddenly he complained of se- 
vere pain. The sick cot was hurriedly 
wheeled into the house and the nurses 
applied.stimulants, and Dr. Belt was 
hastily summoned. This attack was 
really the beginning of the end, though 
the governor soon rallied and Friday 
evening seemed as well as he had 
been before. Dr. Holt was so encour- 
aged with the condition of the gover- 
nor on Sunday that he hesitated about 
coming out from Cincinnati Monday. 
Sunday at 8 o'clock the governor be- 
came restless and suffered consider- 
able acute pain, but later in the night 
he sank into a quiet sleep. The nurse 
thought he >\as sleeping restfully and 
naturally, although Mrs. Paltison, as 
was her custom, slept In the same 
room where the governor lay, she was 
not disturbed. When the 
morning 


dawned there had been no change, and 
when the family arose it was with the 
belief that he was sleeping peacefully. 
At 10 o'clock Dr. Belt made his usual 
morning visit, and found his patient in 
a comatose state. All was done that 
medical skill could do, but the gover- 
nor never rallied, and death came 
peacefully at 4:20 Monday afternoon. 


At the governor's bedside when he 


died were Mrs. Pattison and his two 
daughters, Misses Alethia and Ernes- 
tine, and the nurses. 


Governor's Illness. 


Not at any time a man of powerful 


physique, Governor Pattison entered 
lipon the responsibilities of his office 
in a somewhat weakened condition, 
the Strain of the campaign having so 
worn on him that a trip to the south 
•was taken in November and Decem- 
ber in the hope of regaining health. 
Afcer the election in November it was 
understood that he was suffering from 
an attack of malaria, from which a 
change of climate and rest from wprk 
would quickly restore him. However, 
when he returned from a sojourn of 
several weeks in the south he was still 
weak, and under the advice of his 
physician his part of the inauguration 
ceremonies was gone through with the 
utmost care. 


A glass covering was provided for 


the reviewing stand that he might be 
protected from the stormy January 
winds and through that he reviewed! 
one of the most elaborate parades that 
has ever graced the inauguration of 
any Ohio governor. In a closed car- 
riage he was taker, to the various fes- 
tivities of the night and then went to 
'his home, from which he only emerged 
for a few short walks until brought to 
this city on a special train during the 
night of April 5. He continued to over- 
see the work of his office, and through 
his private secretary, Louis B. Houck, 
who had been his running mate on the 
Democratic ticket, transacted consid- 
trable public business, even when un- 
able to arise from bed. Several times 
he seemed so far recovered that his 
speedy appearance at the executive 
offices was looked for at almost any 
time, but the weather conditions and 
his weakened system forbade the tak- 
ing of any risks, so that he was kept 
closely to his home. 


The severest setback during his ill- 


ness came about the middle of March, 
and for several days he hovered be- 
tween life and death. , During this 
time tis every thought seemed to be 


Monday to testify that his condition 
was such that he wan able to transact 
official IniBlness. 
HlB private secre- 


tary, L. B. Houck, alBo testified to his 
good condition,'explaining that he had 
recently gone over much business with 
him. 
Although thero has been for 


months an expressed fear that Gover- 
nor Pattison would not be able to re- 
turn to his office at Columbus, the 
cheerful statement!* from

room tended to create a belief that any 
fatal outcome of his prolonged sick- 
ness would be lone deferred.

ACTING GOVERNOR. 


Lawyers Claim Harris Still Holds 


Lieutenant (governorship. 


Columbus, 0., June 19.— Lieutenant 


Governor Andrew L. Harris succeed- 
ing to the governorship, according to 
the wording of the state, constitution, 
will continue to be lieutenant gover- 
nor, but will "perform the duties per- 
taining to the office of governor," "ex- 
ecute the office of governor" and "ex- 
ercise the office of governor," each of 
these expressions being used. In the 
opinion of constitutional lawyers, no 
vacancy in the office of lieutenant gov- 
ernor has been created. Therefore, 
Governor Harris as acting governor 
will not appoint a lieutenant governor. 
The present instance is not a parallel 
case to that of Lieutenant Governor 
Nippert. When Nippert resigned the 
lieutenant governorship to become 
probate judge . of 
Hamilton county, 


there was created a vacancy in the 
office of lieutenant governor. This va- 
cancy the supreme court in its de- 
cision of the test suit brought by Judge 
Okey of this city, ordered Governor 
Nash to fill, which 
he 
did by 


appointment of Harry L. Gordon of 
Cincinnati. In the present instance a 
vacancy has occurred in the governor- 
ship. but not in the lieutenant gover- 
norship. So clear is this point in the 
minds of lawyers that Attorney Gen* 
eral Ellis considers it not necessarily 
incumbent upon Governor Harris to 
take the oath of office as governor. 
However, he doubtless will do so, and 
•without delay. 
' After the lieutenant governor, next 
in succession is the president pro tern- 
pore of the senate, Senator James M. 
Williams of C-iyahoga county. The 
succession 
n^x-t devolves upon the 


speaker of t!io house. Colonel Carmi 
A. Thompson of Lawrence county.

George Washington Harvey, the fa- 


mous epicure and restaurant keeper 
of "Washington, who has sold his busi- 
ness and will retire to contemplate at 
his ease his fifty years of good eating 
and drinking for both himself and his 
patrons, is a very short and a very fat 
man, 
says a Washington special dis- 


patch to the New York World. 
He 


has not been -well' for a year or two, 
but he has been around all the time 
telling his frieuds what delicacies he 
found in market and advising them 
how to get their selections cooked. 


Harvey. had three specialties. 
He 


considered all food except the oyster, 
the canva.'.back duck and the terrapin 
mere raw materials, with whicli results 
sometimes most gratifying could be ac- 
complished. Ducks, oysters and terra- 
pin he considered the finest gifts of ttie 
Creator to mankind, and he devoted 
most of his research and knowledge of 
the culinary art to serving these. 


His bill of fare contained almost 200 


oyster dishes, rriauy of them unique. 
If a good dinner were needed and Har- 
vey were asked about it, be would al- 
ways select oysters— and he had some 
special beds— terrapin cooked in his 
own style and a duck. When canvas- 
backs were not plentiful and good he 
served others, but the pinnacle of his 
accomplishment was with a canvas- 
back. 


Harvey knew every famous or nota- 


ble or noticeable American who came 
to Washington. The reputation of his 
steamed oysters is universal. Almost 
everj' stranger in the city bustled down 
to his place to get half a peck or a peck 
of steamed. Harvey invented this meth- 
od of cooking oysters. 
His "steamed 


bar" has been manned for years by 
the same waiters. His sauce is his 
own invention also. 


When people wanted to have a real 


terrapin for dinner they usually went 
to Harvey, for he had the genuine east- 
ern shore diamond backs in liis cellar. 
There are plenty of tilings that pass for 
terrapin among the uninitiated. There 
is a Pennsylvania terrapin tbat can be 
had by the ton. Harvey knew all the 
tricks, but when he told you he would 
give you terrapin you got diamond 
back, and you paid for it But that is 
another story. Harvey had a grip on 
the diamond back market. He gather- 
ed in most of the toothsome turtles that 
came, this way. When the canvasbacks 
began flying south Harvey got the pick 
of the market. 


He was joyous when fixing up^ a din- 


ner. He kept his waiters for years. 
"Billy" has been there more than thirty 
years and John Scott nearly as long. 
"Uncle Peter," who died a year or two 
ago, had been opening oysters at the 
"raw box" more than forty years. 
Some of the cooks have been there 
more than a quarter of a century. 


Harvey used to waddle up and down 


through the dining room. If he saw a 
man who looked as if he' needed some 
help he would give it. "it was a fa- 
vorite trick of bis -to go to a customer, 
look over his food and add a spoonful 
of sauce or something of the kind him- 
self. He knew what the finishing touch 
should be. When there was a terrapin 
feast on he' always stood by, saw that 
the sauce was right and brought out a 
little of his best wine. 


He is very proud of his acquaint- 


ance. In his early days he and Thomas 
fCast, the cartoonist, formed the Can- 
vasback club and gave great feasts. 
All the great men were his guests. 


Harvey went to Paris a few years 


ago. His fame had preceded him. and 
he found many Americans there who 
knew about his skill in making good 
things to eat His friends proclaimed 
that Harvey could make a better salad 
dressing than any cook France ever 
saw. The Frenchmen disputed it. In 
jig time a salad dressing contest was 
arranged between Harvey and two 
Parisian epicures, each 
of 
whom 


thought he had mastered all there was 
to kuow about Fniad dressing. 


The contest en me off in a restaurant. 


The three competitors called for the 
ingredients they wished and mixed 
their salads aud then made their dress- 
lugo. There was a lar?e number of 
spectators, and the excitement was in- 
tense. Just before the mixers passed 
their salads over to the judges Harvey 
took a small leather case out of his 
pocket, picked out a little bottle, un- 
corked it and let a drop or two of a 
eolortfss liquid fall on the salad. Then 
he ]«Vit Ihc bollle back in bis ]«x-ket,

nual appropiiation of f 11,000,000 to pay 
the cost of inspection, and will contain 
no p:ovision for the levy of an assess- 
ment to make up any deficiency in 
the amount avuilaMo for this work, as 
sugw-iicd by Mr. Cowan, icprescnting 
the Texas c.ittlc growers, and later 
urged by the president. The court re- 
view provision will not DP contained 
in the measure.

tary of agriculture" will not be insert- 
ed as suggested by the president, and 
this conclusion meets President Roose- 
velt's approval. The section waiving 
the civil service law for one year in 
the selection of inspectors will go out 
of tho provision, also one of the presi- 
dent's recommendations. There is to 
be no date on the label on the packing 
of meat food products. In this the 
president yields to the committee. The 
language which gives inspectors the 
right to the packing plants at all times 
Is implied by the words "whether the 
same be in operation or not." 


"VYith these changes made the presi- 


dent has indicated his entire satisfac- 
tion with the measure, whch was re- 
ported from the committee as a. sub- 
stitute for the Beveridge amendment 
and was recommitted to the committee 
that the changes might be made. 


"RATE BILL 


Tillman Replies to Foraker's Criticism 


of Conference. 


Washington, June 19.—That the con- 


ference of the two houses of congress 
on the railroad bill has all that it 
wants to do was announced in the 
senate by Senator Tillman. The state 
ment was elicited by a remark made 
by Senator Foraker in speaking of a 
number of telegraphic protests he had 
received against the retention of the 
senate amendment making common 
carriers of pipe lines. He asked that 
the telegrams be referred to the con- 
ferees, remarking that he had made 
an effort to personally piesent them 
to the conferees, but that he had been 
denied admission to their "august 
presence." Mr. Tillman construed this 
as a "sarcastic allusion" and made the 
explanation that the conferees, finding 
their present troubles sufficient, had 
been compelled to shut the doors 
against arguments from those who are 
not members of the committee.

Moreland, a South Bellevue dairyman, 
and his wife, parents of Jockey More- 
land, now performing on the Canadian 
tracks, were probably fatally burned 
b}' gasoline at their home while at- 
tempting to reach a roll of money hid- 
den near a stove, which had exploded.

Toledo. O., June 19. — Henry Brein- 


ings of the Bawbeede Ice company, in- 
dicted by the grand jury for conspir- 
acy in restraint of trade, entered plea 
of guilty. This is the third ice com- 
pany to plead guilty under the anti- 
trust law.
